VEGETABLE  MARKETING:  'The  large  Texas  tomato  crop  is  beginning  to  move  in  volume  wiih 
prToes  ~  "stilT  faTrTy  high.     Delay  in  volume  movement  of  Texas  onions , lower  yields 
reported  and  reduced  acreage  of  late  spring  crop  have  tended  to  moderately  strengthen 
the  market  for  the   remaining    old  crop  onions,  particularly  good  cold  storage  stock. 
During  the  last  two  weeks  55  cars  of  New  York  onions  were  purchased  for  relief  distri- 
bution.    Carrots  continue  in  heavy  supply  but  requirements  'for  canners  and  purchases 
of  near ly~U"C70~" cars  in  Texas  for  school  lunch  and  relief  purchases  have  steadied  the 
market.    With  reduction  in  cabbage  movement  from  Florida  and  Texas,  prices  of 
southern  cabbage  have  strengthened.     Lettuce  and  most  desirable  varieties  of  £nap 
beans  are  at  ceiling,*    Due  to  lower  yieTd'i"  on  some  vegetable  crops  as  reported  April 
9  by~~BAE,  particularly  eggplant,  peppers  and  Texas  onions,  consideration  is  being 
given  to  minor  adjustments  in  ceiling  prices.  .«

TJFA  and'GPA  has  announced  designated  grower  prices  for  minor  vegetables  for 
canning  (press  release  dated  March  27,  19^5 )•     These  prices  will* be -used  by  OPA  as 
the  maximum  raw  material  cbsts  to  be  reflected  in  the  19^5. ceiling  prices  of  the 
canned  products.     If  a  canner  pays  less  than  those  prices  to  the  grower  he  will  have 
to  reduce  his  ceiling  prices  of  the  canned  product  accordingly.     The. delivery  point 
for  these  vegetables  for  canning  is  considered  to  te  the  canner's  plant  or  major 
assembly  point,  '.vhichever  has  been  customarily  used  by  growers  or  canner.s.

Since  asparagus,  lima  beans,  beets,  carrots,  pumpkins,  squash,  spinach  and 
cabbage  for  kraut  are  included  in  17FA* s  canned  foods  guaranty  purchase  or  "floor 
price"  program,  these  vegetables  have  been  added  to  the  "19^5  C miners'  Certification 
Program."    The  certification  previously  announced  included  only  the  four  major  vege- 
tables (corn,  peas,  tomatoes,  snap  beans).    The  certification  procedure  for  the  minor 
vegetables  is  the  same  as  for  the  major  vegetables,  except  it  will  not  be  necessary 
for  the  crimer  to  show  that  he  has  attempted  to  -operate -his  plant  to  capacity.
